The invention relates to substituted 2-dialkylaminoalkylbiphenyl compound. The closest 
prior art of record is to Wu et al WO 9822433. Wu et al teach a class of peptide derivatives and 
the compound l,l-biphenyl-2-methamine is disclosed as an intermediate reactant. The 
compounds of the present invention differ from the prior art in that R"^ and represent Ci-Ce 
alkyl groups as opposed to H of the prior art compounds. Moreover, the compounds of this 
application are useful in treating pain and allergic reactions while the prior art compounds does 
not recite any particular use as mQdic2m^Qnt, The prior art does not teach or suggest the 
compounds described in this application. 

Since the compounds are found allowable, in accordance with M.P.E.P. §821.04 and In re 
Ochiai, 71 F.3d 1565, 37 USPQ 1127 (Fed. Cir. 1995), the process claims have been rejoined
